Further Expansion in Road 
Construction Is Also 
Shown. 


- ---- 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—/)— 
Increased employment in outdoor 
work for May with April averages 
Maintained in other lines, was re- 
ported today by the labor depart- 
ment. 

Building, farm work, highway con- 
‘struction and other forms of outdoor 
work were named as having absorbed 
large numbers of men. 

An analysis of the reports recéiv- 
ed by the United States employment 
service during the month of May, 


the department said, reveals increas- 
ing employment in all outdoor ac- 
tivities. 

“There was a further expansion in 
road construction in practically every 
section of the country, which includ- 
ed county, state and federal projects. 

“Numbers of skilled, semi-skilled 
and unskilled construction: laborers. 
1 who were unemployed during most of 
the winter months, have been ab- 
sorbed and are practically assured of 
steady employment until the late fall. 

“Heavy construction work, such as 
hydro-electrie development projects, 
dams, tunnels #nd a large mileage of 
natural gas pipe line installations, 
provided employment for many addi- 
tional men, including highly trained 
artisans. 

“Spring agricultural work was at 
its peak, necessarily requiring the 
services of thousands of farm work- 


ers. 

“Building showed some improve- 
ment but maintained on a basis be- 
low normal for this period of the year 
and considerable idleness was appar- 
ent in some localities among the build- 
ing trades men. : 

“While industrial operations and 
indoor factory employment remained 
on a subnormal basis in several of 
the major industries, there was no 
real decline from the average main- 
tained in April, except that which 
was due almost entirely to seasonal 
influences. 

“Better schedules prevailed in the 
boot and shoe industry, especially in 
the New England district, where 
quite a number of these factor 
worked with increased forces and sev- 
eral of these plants located in the 
west north central district reported 
some increase in forces engaged. 


“An encouraging feature of the in- 
dustrial activity of the month was 
the upward trend in both production 
and employment in certain branches 
of the textile industry. However, 
many workers were still employed on 
curtailed schedules in certain locali- 
ties and large surpluses of textile 
mill labor prevailed in some sections. 

“The shipbuilding industry kept 
large forces of:-men engaged and addi- 
tional skilled shipfitters were ¢m- 
ployed in a number of yards along 
the Atlantic coast. 

“Plants manufacturing airplanes 
and airplane motors worked on fairly 
satisfactory schedules. 

“Some increase in operations occur- 
red in the automobile industry, but a 
number of these workers were still 
employed on part-time schedules. 

“The trend of activity in the iron 
and steel industry was unsteady, as 
in some of these mills there was a 
slight decrease in operations and 
forces and considerable unemployment 
was apparent among these workers. 

“Curtailed schedules and forces ob- 
tained in several of the radio-manu- 
facturing establishments, There was 
a further seasonal decrease in coal 
mining, affecting large numbers. of 
miners.” 


BIBLE MIRACLE 
“EVIDENCE FOUND 


Material evidence of two of the 
most spectacular miracles of the Bible 
has been gathered by British archeo- 
logists, according to messages from 
Palestine. 

Professor John Garstang, leader of 
the Jericho expedition financed by 
Sir Charles Marston, has reported 
that the collapse of the walls of Je- 
ricbho before the Jewish hosts under 
Joshua was apparently due to an 
earthquake. He based his theorv 
upon the discovery that the walls of 
the city had fallen outward in places 
in a manner which suggested seis- 
mie disturbances. 

The same natural phenomenon ac- 
counts for the drying up of the Jor- 
dan for the Jews to cross. he believes. 
The expedition, he says, has gathered 
evidence that the clay banks of the 
river caved in near Fl Damieh at 
about the period described in the 
Bible, Set 

Sir Charles Marston, who has fi- 
nanc®d three expeditions to confirm 
the authenticity of Bible records, be- 
lieves this naturalistic explanation of 
the miracles really corroborates the 
biblical description.

Non-Sailing Sailors 
Deter Old Ironsides 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—(P) 
When the frigate Old Ironsides sets 
out from Boston for Washington, 
Assistant. Secretary Jahncke, of the 
navy believes, ignominious or not, it 
will be in tow of a tug.

Here is a letter from a woman who asks me to write “an article on a 
philandering husband.” Then she proceeds to write the article in a way that 
only the wife of one such could write it. She points out 
the injustice of his conduct. She calls attention to his 
pitiful efforts to compensate her for the one thing that 
no woman can be compensated—infidelity. She com- 
ments on her lack of appreciation of these efforts and 
her inability to accept them in good part. The con- 
clusion of the whole matter is that in spite of the sad 
state.of affairs she does not want to divorce her hus- 
band because she would miss his companionship and lose 
her position as his wife. Then she cleses with the state- 
ment thet she is not dependent on, him for support, 
being financially independent. It is a neat summation 
of an all too common occurrence. It is,. at once, a 
condemnation of wicked conduct on the part of a man 
and confession of faith on the part of a heart-hungry 
woman, who asks confirmatien of her faith and hope 
for her future. 


Running through the swampy sin saturated 
soil of their common life is the hard paved road of 
her love. The storms and rains may inun- 

date it. The dirty water from the swamp may cover it from sight, 
but it remains firm and undamaged in spite of the assaults of the 


swamp. 


There are some very practical aspects of such a situation. If a woman 
chooses to continue in a marriage where the man has been unfaithful to her 
and outraged her sense of justice and propriety, she has a big temptation 
to whale him over the head with his guilt. Again, she may have earned the 
right to do so, but if she exercises it she loses far more than she gains. She 
keeps herself and him in a state of ferment and torment that puts an end 
to any pleasant home life. She defeats her own purpose, her own ambition, 
and destroys the only,available pleasure in her marriage—companionship. 
The old saw, “Hell hath no fury like a woman scorned,” was said the first 
time by a man who had had personal acquaintance with one or more. 


The thing that justifies a woman in continuing as the wife of an 
unfaithful man is the hope and the expectancy of his return te the 
fireside and to her. Then if she treats him in such a way as te 
drive him further afield she defeats the whole purpose of her plans. 
I should call the task the very hardest any woman could be called on 
to accomplish, and the man who imposes it among the most cowardly 
of men.
